The Santa Maria was given a sail yesterday, 
and the ship that crossed the Atlantic narrow- 
ly escaped being wrecked on the Hyde Park 
reef. The boat is the duplicate of the flagship 
of the fleet of Christopher Columbus in which 
he discovered America. It was brought across 
the ocean by Spanish sailors, and was received 
in Chicago with oratory, wining and dining, 
and other symptoms of open-hearted hospital- 
ity. Its sailing powers were organized along 
different lines from those prevailing among 
sailing craft of today.

The sunset in Chicago last evening rivaled 


in beauty the nocturnal splendors of tne 
Arctic regions. About 5:80 o’clock the sun 
disappeared behind a black cloud, trapezoidal 
in form, and twenty minutes later, from be- 
hind the cloud, which had then assumed the 
shape of a huge turtle, bands and rays of 
light shot in all directions toward the zenith. 
The rays, shot upward from the disappearmg 
sun, assumed various colors. Those cast 
toward the north assumed all the tints or the 
rainbow; those toward the south were ot a 
gray, steel hue, while those sent directly up- 
ward were purplish and much broader than 
the other solar banas. At times a slightly 
oscillating motion was noticeable, aecom- 
panied apparently by a deepening of the 
various colors. 

As twilight increased the horizon north- 
ward of the big black cloud assumed a dun- 
yellow color; and at the same time the sun- 
streamers took on the appearance of tongues 
of flame, giving a lurid aspect to the heavenly 
display. Gradually the light in the western 
horizon became purplish-black, the gaudy 
streamers from the sun grew shorter and 
shorter, and the brilliancy of the aurora-like 
scene was soon blotted out. 


CASHIER FROM CINCINNATI MISSING. 


Has Not Returned Home. 


The police are looking for Joseph E. 


Boughen, chief clerk of the East End gas 
works, Cincinnati, who has been missing for 
several days.

THREATENED BY A RUSSIAN CRUISER. 


Sensational Report from Sealing Grounds 
Touching an American Schooner. 

Vioronta, B. C., Oct. 1.—The sealing 
schooners Annie E. Paint, Otto, and Mary El- 
len have arrived from Copper Island, ail with 
good catches. The Paint, reported to have 
been seized by the Russians, denies this 
story, and says the nearest approach to 
seizure was when the schooner was sighted 
by a Russian cruiser while the latter was 
boarding the schooner Amoka. The Paint, 
taking advantage of a favorable breeze, es- 
caped from the dangerous locality. The 
Mary Ellen was boarded by officers of the 
Russian cruiser Zabraka, while homeward 
bound, and by them informed that the 
San Francisco schooner Rosa Sparks 
had been ovérhauled within the prohibitive 
limit agreed upon by England and Russia. 
The schooner was dispossessed of her papers 
and ordered to leave the neighborhood, the 
threat being made that if she lingered twenty- 
four hours she would be blown out of the 
water. TheCaptain protested, and will appeal 
to the government at Washington, holding 
that the United States is in no way bound by 
the agreement between England and Russia.

The ngers, who are members of 
the Argo club, are themselves sailors and they 
feared not to venture on the waves in any 
shaped craft. They lifted anchor, hitched the 
steam launch Argo to the prow of the Santa 
Maria, and started from the Casino pier in 
front of La Rabida at 3 o’clock amid the 
cheers and handkerchief wavings of onlookers, 
Had a Good Breeze, 

A stiff breeze from the southeast blew and 
there was a choppy: sea. Ignorance of the 
combination of the fifteenth century marine 
marvel caused it to collide with the 
north dock of the channel and the anchor 
was torn away. It was recovered and the 
passengers were placed again on their feet. 
A start was finally made and again the cara vel 
collided with the dock. A heayy fender 
hanging along the side of the Santa Maria, to 
which ropes are attached which run up among 
the masts, was split by this second collision 
with the dock. Sailing Master Jimmy” 
Hunt declared he had _ sailed all 
sorts of craft on briny as well as fresh 
water, but that if any one desired his job at 
present he would gladly step down and out, 
No one wanted promotion. 

The Argo was brought to the front again, 
passengers were distributed equally on either 
side of the queer rolling craft, and it was 
pulled clear of the channel without any fur- 
ther trouble. Some distance off the farther 
end of the long pier the launch cut loose and 
left the Santa Maria to fight the waves alone. 

The old caravel stood out on the waves, 
queer-looking as compared with modern craft, 


But when the passengers wanted to turn 
the caravel there was trouble. Had they con- 


tinued in a straight line to Michigan all 


would have been well, but they knew not how 
to sail the Santa Maria. The craft wabbled. 
The choppy waves tossed it. Though it had 


braved storms on the Atlantic it trembled, * 


and its sails became disorganized by the 
turbulence of the white-topped waves of Lake 
Michigan. 

Have Unpleasant Visions. 

Some of the passengers saw visions of a. 
sunken caravel, with themselves on the bot- 
tom of the lake, while the fish, 
with their glassy eyes and wide open 
jaws hovered hungrily about their remains. 
After a time the ship was righted, the unman- 
ageable sails were drawn into service, and 
away shot the craft toward Hyde Park. On 
and on it sailed, pointed straight for the reefs... 

„It will not sail close to the wind,“ said a 
passenger who claimed to have been out on 
the lake before. 

Better slow her up, Passenger 
Millet, we're headed for the Forty-third 
street reef.“

petulantly returned Sailing Master Hunt. 

On flew the caravel until the brightly 
dressed children tripping home from Sunday- 
school could be seen from its decks and then 
the cheeks of the passengers turned pale and 
they pleaded with the Captain to turn it about. 
Its huge hulk was finally swerved just as it 
scraped the reef. Away it shot again out 
northwest more unruly than before. 

An hour or so went by. The Santa Maria 
still sped on toward the Michigan fruit fields. 
The passengers become hungry. They wanted 
to go home. A turn about of the caravel was 
finally made, It shot away toward the Van 
Buren street pier. 

„Land her!” Land her!” 
her!“ cried the passengers.

With care the caravel was brought up near 


enough te the pier to let off the passengers 
and the craft was anchored for the night.

YELLOW FEVER DEVELOPS AT JESUP. 


Fatal Case of the Plague in Another Geor- 
gia Town—Spreading at Brunswick. 

JzsuPp, Ga., Oct. 1.—Surgeon Murray of the 
Marine Hospital service arrived from Bruns- 
wick this mornmg and with Medical In- 
spector Samuel, local physicians Eason, Tut- 
ten, and Little, held an autopsy upon O. J. 
Warren, who was reported to have died with 
yellow fever. The physicians pronounced ita 
genuine case of yellow fever, and the prem- 
ises have been thoroughly disinfected. Sev- 
eral families have moved away. The officials 
are 22 all in their power to prevent the 
spread of the disease. 

Brunswick, Ga., Oct. 1.—- Twelve new cases 
of yellow fever were reported today, ten 
white and two colored, as follows: 

White—Miss Laura Eastmede, Miss Rosa Nisi. 
F. H. guage Mrs. J: E. Poore, Mrs. F. V. Poore, 
Miss Carrie Poore, J. F. McCarney, Ernest Brock, 
Miss Fannie Brock, and one unknown man in the 
extreme northern suburb.

Sixty-five patients are now under treatment. 
Surgeon Murray returned this morning from 
Jesup and reports that the autopsy on C. J. 
Warren proved beyond question that he had 
yellow fever. It is stated that Warren had not 
been in any infected district within the last 
few weeks, and if this be true the theory that it 
requires only ten days incubation for the 
fever to develop will be proved unreliable. 
The idea negroes are by nature exempt 
from the disease is also dissipated. The ne- 
groes to date have been the greatest sufferers 
from the epidemic, and so many fatal cases 
have developed among them that scientists 
are investigating. 

No cheering words can be truthfully written 
on the situation. The scourge is sure to stay 
till frost, and four-fifths of the 5,000 people 
here will have the fever before frost comies. 
This is no idle statement, but the result of 
careful consultation with the physicians.

One hundred and ninety-nine refugees, white 
and colored, are now quartered at the camp.

‘STRIKE ON CHESAPEAKE AND OHIO, 


Trainmen Go Out at Memphis—Engineers 
Dissatisfied with Chiéf Arthur. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Oct. 1.—All train hanas 
employed hy the Chesapeake and Ohio, IIli- 
nois Central, and La o and Mississippi Val- 
ley railroads at this point went on a strike 
today, and something over a hundred men are 
affected, while it is understood here that all 
train hands on the entire systems mentioned 
are out. This is the day upon which the 10 
pet cent reduction on the Chesapeake and 
Ohio went into effect. At 6 o’clock this 
morning, according to previous understand- 
ing, the switchmen, trackmen, coalheavers, 
machinists, blacksmiths, and boilermakers 
walked out, some eighty men in all. Late in 
the evening a Chesapeake and Ohio car 
reached the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley 

ards, but the yard crew refused to handle it. 

‘he crew was promptly discharged and this 
was the signal for all other train crews to 
quit work on the Yazoo and Mississippi Val- 
ley and Illinois Central, which roads are al- 
lied. At a meeting tonight the strikérs re. 
solved to protect the companies’ property at 
all hazards, 

LovIsviLtz, Ky., Oct 1.—The employés of 
the Chesapeake, Ohio and Southwestern rail- 
road in this city are still at work. The switch- 
men on the Ohio Valley road quit work today, 
but their places can be filled without trouble. 
There is no change in the Louisville and 
Nashville shopmen’s strike. Only one non- 
union man joined the strikers today, but the 
latter claim that eighty of the newcomers will 
join them tomorrow.

ONLY ONE REAL HERO EVER LIVED. 


Dr. McPherson Discusses Certain Specimen 
Elements of the Life of Christ. 

The sermon before the University of Chi- 
cago was delivered last evening by the Rev. 
8. J. McPherson, D. D., in the Hyde Park 
Presbyterian Church. His text was Romans 
i.,5 and 6, from which he spoke on “ The 
Hero of Common Life; Heroism Isa Creed 
and Culture That Can Never Become Obso- 
lete.“ He said in part: 

We need to be encouraged by seeing a real hero 
in common life. If one such representative and 
friendly man has attained actual heroism under 
conditions of our experience we shall no longer 
despair for ourselves, and if he freely proffers us 
his method and his op we shall glow with as- 
sured expectation. There is only one such 
hero in history—the man Christ Jesus. 
Others indeed rise preéminent in certain qual- 
ities, but f their career is followed to the end 
some weakness or taint is always found. The 
more 1 contemplate the character of Christ the 
more must I say, with Carlyle: Hero worship, 
neart felt, prostrate, admjration, submission, 
burning, boundless, for the noblest god-like form 
of man. Is not this the heart of Christianity? 
Let * suggest certain specimen elements of 
Jesus’ heroism: 

His incomparable ideal, to my mind a towering 
ideal, belongs to the alphabet of heroism. No 
man can become better than his own best motive. 
Without a lofty ideal any man willd rate 
into a brute, a mechanism, a clod. mpare 
Christ's ideal with that of certain acknowl! 
heroes of whom we have been hea recently ;

SEPARATE COACH LAW IN EFFECT TODAY 


Kentucky Negroes Don’t Like It and May 
Cause the Railroads Trouble. 


\ Frawxrort, Ky., Oct. 1.—[Special.]—All 
laws passed by the Legislature will go into 
effect tomorrow. It passed 269 bills, sixty 
of which went into effect immediately on their 
passage and have emergency clauses attached. 
Two hundred and nine bills go into effect to- 
morrow to take the place of entire statutes 
of Kentucky, 

Among the most important is the separate 
coach law. The railroads will mayne “egg 
direction of the law, compel the whites 
blacks to take separate coaches when travel- 
ing. All arrangements with this end in view 
have been completed. It is feared here there 
will be trouble between the railroad officials 
and negroes, as the latter are desperately op- 

to the measure. 

The higher class of negroes are, however, 
opposed to violence and are willing to submit 
to the law until the courts shall have decided 
whether the law is constitutional or not.

AND FREE SIL

Some 

of the members of the Manufacturers’ club of 

phia, led by James Dobson, the big 

woolen manufacturer, and Wharton Barker, the 

banker, are engaged in circulating a petition to 

the Senate looking to the consolidation of the in- 

terests of the protectionists and the free silver- 
ites. 

Such a petition was presented in the Senate 
yesterday. This indicates that the manufact- 
urers of the Keystone State are as one-idead 
and ignorant as are the silver mine owners of 
the Rocky Mountains. The latter are con- 
vinced that free coinage would make bullion 
worth $1.29 an ounce. The former believe 
that so long as the duties imposed on the 
products which compete with theirs remain 
nominally unaltered it will not make the 
ledst difference to them what kind of cur- 
rency those duties are paid in. And looking 
at the matter from their single selfish stand- 
point they cannot see that the confiscation of 
credits which would be caused by a drop to 
the silver standard, the lessened consumption, 
and the slackened production would injure 
them worse than any tariff reduction could, 
especially were it accompanied by that wage 
reduction which the great Pennsylvania in- 
dustries are demanding now. 

Many of the duties which protect Pennsyl- 
vania specialties are specific ones. That on 
steel rails, for instance, is $13.44 per ton. 
When that duty is paid in 58-cent dollars it 
will be nearly halved, and with it the protec- 
tion of the structural and steel rail makers. 
The duties on glass are specific. Those on 
woolens. are a mixture of specific and ad 
valorem ones. Every specific duty will be 
razeed inevitably nearly 50 per cent. In that 
way a drop to the silver standard will inure 
enormously to the benefit of the foreign 
manufacturer and the New York importer. 
Nor will the Pennsylvanians be able to get a 
Democratic Congress to double the specific 
duties so as to make them as protective as 
they were on a gold basis. 

Whether the manufacturers of Pennsylvania 
are Republicans or not—the greater number 
of them no doubt are—the State is represent- 
ed*by two Republican Senators. For any bar- 
gain they make the Republican party will be 
held responsible by the people. An alliance 
to maintain very high protective duties and to 
reduce the country to the silver standard 
would be the most disastrous political experi- 
ment that was ever tried. In 1852 the Whig 
party found that it had left Vermont, Massa- 
chusetts, Kentucky, and Tennessee. If the 
Republicans were to follow Senator Cam- 
eron’s lead their political stock in trade would 
consist of Pennsylvania, Colorado, and per- 
haps Vermont. 

It is better often to let an opponent as- 
sume the offensive. When the Republicans 
sent the McKinley bill to the Senate in 1890 
the Democratic Senators did not try to ob- 
struct its passage. They debated it and then 
they voted. They said in their speeches that 
the bill would be disastrous. They believed 
that it would be especially . disastrous to 
their adversaries. They were not mis- 
taken as regards the damage done the 


Republicans by a measure which, while it 


lowered many duties, placed others on the 
free list, raised some, and irritated voters 
who had angry eyes for the increases only. 
That party was overwhelmingly defeated in 
1890 and again in 1892, and asa conse- 
quence the Democrats are in full power. 

The Republican party should imitate now 
the tactics of its opponents. When the Dem- 
ocrats send their tariff bill to the Senate the Re- 
publican members of that body should discuss 
it as ably as they know how and then vote. 
They should not try to defeat the bill by an 
unholy alliance with fiat Populists. If the 
Democratic tariff measure produces the same 
effect on the people that the McKinley law 
did then the Republican party will-be returned 
to power, and, having learned how, much ultra 
protection the voters will not stand and how 
far they will not go, it can frame a tariff bill 
which will meet with popular approval. 

If Republican manufacturers in Pennsyl- 
vania are organizing to save their high duties 
at the sacrifice of other great interests Repub- 
lican depositors in savings and commercial 
banks should organize to protect their depos- 
its from a loss. of 42 per cent. 
licans of that State to whom money is owing 
in any form and the Republican workingmen 
who do not. want to be paid in bad dollars 
should let Senator Cameron know that for 
personal and political reasons they are op- 
posed unalterably to his fatal policy. 


CHEAPENED RAILROAD TRANSPORTA- 
TION, 

The cost of transportation by. rail in the 
United States has been reduced more than 60 
per cent in the last forty years. The average 
cost now is little more than one-third of what 
it was within the adult experience of many 
men who are not yet so old as to have for. 
gotten it. This is shown by a government re- 
port prepared by C. C. McCain on changes in 
transportation rates for freight traffic from 
1852 to 1893. Of course the comparison 
cannot be made for the Western half of the 
continent, as the first year named was the one 
in which Chicago was first connected with the 
East by rail. 

The statistics run back to 1852 for the 
Fitchburg, Mass., line. The rate per ton per 
mile for that year averaged 3.12 cents. It 
rose to 4.24 in 1856 and higher during the 
war decade, when prices were reckoned in a 
currency that was below gold par. For 1892 
the rate was 0.925. For the New York Cen- 
tral the average rate has dropped from 3.02 
for 1855 to 0.7 in 1892. Of the fifteen 
roads tabulated only one average rose much 
above 1 cent per ton per mile for last year, 
That was the New York, New Haven and New 
Hartford, the average for which was 1.756. 
On the other roads the range was from 0.537 
on the New York, Chicago and St. Louis to 
1.155 on the New York and New England. 
On wheat and provisions from New York to 

Liverpool by steamer the rate wus as high as 
28 cents per 100 pounds in 1873 and as low 
as % cent in 1890; in general the ocean 
rates have declined more than 50 per cent. 

With the reduced rates the roads are earn- 
ing much more than when at or near the max- 
imum of freight charges, They are doing

That this cheapening all round is due to the 
introduction of improved processes and appa- 
ratus for production, and not to the augment- 
ing value of gold, should be evident from the 
fact that the wages paid to labor now average 
fully twice those paid in the 408, and in most 
of the trades for a smaller number of hours 
per day. The worker gets far better pay, and 
is able to buy a great deal more with each 
dollar of his money than was possible with 
his grandfather if both worked at the same 
business and bothin the same country. The 
fellows who are chattering about the alleged 
necessity of cheaper money ignore this. They 
shut their eyes to the truth, They preach, and 
some of them believe, a lie about the com- 
parative values of money in this and former 
years. And in so doing they are following the 
example of the dog which “ barked up the 
wrong tree.“ | 


THE “RIGHTS” OF BULLION OWNERS. 
Senator Morgan claimed day before yester 
day that the American citizen had, under the 
Constitution, the right to have his gold and 
his silver coined at the mints of the United 
States into money.” This is an amazing 
statement for a Senator to make. The Con- 
stitution simpiy gives the General Government 
the broad power to coln money.” It does 
not say what metal it shall be coined out of. 
Congress can cease coining gold or silver if it 
pleases, or it may coin platinum. And the 
General Government can give legal tender 
currency to the silver or geld coins of foreign 

countries. 

If Congress decides to coin gold and silver 
it cau provide far getting the metal where it 
pleases, by purchasing it at home or abroad 
or by allowing the owners of the bullion to have 
it coined for them. An American citizen has 
no more right to have his silver bullion 
coined into money because the government 
has power to coin it than the owner of land 
hasa right tohave his land taken for the 
erection of a fort because the government 
can build forts, or a steel manufacturer to in- 
sist on having his product taken by the gov- 
ernment to build ships with because the gov- 
ernment has power to provide a navy. 
Least of all has the owner of silver bull- 
ion a right to insist that the government 
shall convert it for him into dollars with but 
58 cents’ worth of bullion in them to be used 


vy him to cheat creditors, and if Congress— 


not the Constitution—gave him the privilege 
of having 371 grain dollars coſhed out of his 
bullion at a time when that much silver was 
intrinsically worth as much asa gold dollar 
Congress can take that privilege away when 
the exercise of it becomes injurious, or 
threatens to become so. How does it hap- 
pen that a Senator of Morgan’s pretensions 
doesn’t know all this? 

Another statement made by the Senator in 
the same speech was this: 

God Almighty had established a bond of union 
between gold and silver in the bowels of the 
earth, and Loet not.“ he @dded impressively, 
“the Jew Shylopk forbid the bans or dissolve the 
contract. 

The Senator seems to know as little about 
mining as he does about the Constitution. 


There is no greater bond of union between 


‘gold and silver in the bowels of the earth than 


there is between silver and lead or silver and 
copper. Gold and silver are found together 
sometimes, but the bond of union is dis- 
solved as quickly as possible, not by the “Jew 
Shylock,’’ but by the eager miner who is 
anxious by the use of chemicals or in some 
other way to dissolve the bond of union and 
lay hands on the golden precious metal. 
There is no record that in the gray dawn of 
creation gold and silver stood up before their 
Maker and the former said, I, Ounce of 
Gold, take thee, Sixteen Ounces of Silver, to 
be my wedded wife, to have and to hold from 
this day forward, for better for worse, for 
richer for poorer, in sickness and in health, 
to love and to cherish.“ The bond of union 
of gold and silver“ is poor stump speech 
twaddle, which should never be heard in a 
grave, deliberative body of legislators. 


NOT THE TIME FOR COMPROMISE. 

There is a great deal of talk in the Senaie 
at Washington abouta certain forthcoming 
‘**compromise”’ on the silver question. Some 
of the Senators, it is alleged, hate to vote 
against the repeal of the purchasing clause in 
the Sherman law and yet shrink trom voting 
against it. They want to have the dose sweet- 
ened for them, if possible, by some addition 
that will neutralize the force of the potion. 
There are others who favor free silver 
58-cent dcllars and talk of compro- 
mise in order to exercise a flank movement 
and win their point by indirection. Some of 
the latter are afraid if this filibustering proc- 
ess is carried on much longer the indigna- 
tion aroused by their obstructive course will 
sweep them off their feet and they will get 
nothing. So shese are talking about the pro- 
priety of insisting on compromises like that 
proposed by the Faulkner bill, which would 
add 200 millions to the present unwieldy 
stock of silver without proyidimg for any ad- 
dition to the stock of gold in the Treasury for 
its support at par, because they hope if that 
proposition were adopted the result would be 
a slump down to the silver standard with the 
expulsion of gold. Then there are some who 
profess to be willing to modify the Faulkner 
proposition a little by injecting a small quan- 
tity of gold into it. They would provide for 
the purchase of perhaps fifty millions of gold, 
says the report, but want to tie up the hands 
of the Secretary of the Treasury by making 
the amount too small for safety and by put- 
ting the fate of interest so low that he might 
not be able to sell the bonds at the par 
which will be insisted on as a neces- 
sary’ condition of the sale. They would 
refrain carefully from giving him the 
continuing power to keep his gold reserve full 
all the time. They have an idea that by 
means of these restrictions the administration 
would be so “cabined, cribbed, confined ”’ 
that it would not prevent a drop to the silver 


. standard ; or, they think at all events they can 


thus pacify those of their constituents who are 
shouting for cheap free silver coinage. 
The Senators who are in favor of repeal 


ought not to hearken to the counsels of these 


‘treacherous compromisers, either those who de- 
mand large additions of cheap silver alone or 
those who nek ice mueh silver with an insuffi- 
cient pinch of gold. The hour for listening 
to compromise suggestions and offers is not 
yet come by any means. The first thing to be 
done by the honest money Senators is to se- 
cure a vote on a closure resolu tion, which 
Senator yet says can be done.

The House of Representatives is now en- 
gaged in discussing the bill for the repeal of 
the Federal election laws. The debate was 
opened by Mr. Tucker of Virginia, who as- 
serted that the laws should be done away 
with because they were “ unconstitutional.” 
Fora hundred years this has been the favor- 
ite argument of Southern men in opposition 
to any measure which did not please them 
and they have always insisted that their ideas 
of what was and was not constitutional had 
more weight than those of Northern men or 
than the decisions of the Supreme Court, 
which is the final arbiter as to constitutional 
questions. . 

The election laws have been on the statute 
books many years. Numerous cases have 
arisen under them, but they have not been 
held to be unconstitutional. There have been 
ample opportunities to test decisively in the 
court of last resort the question of their con- 
stitutionality. No opponent of them has 
ventured to make the trial, for he knew he 
would be defeated. He who says a law is un- 
constitutional but dare not submit the 
matter to the Supreme Court cannot have 
much faith in his assertions. Mr. Tucker— 

Planted himself on the ground that the right of a 
citizen to vote was a rig 7 nto him, not by 
the Constitution of the States, nor by the 

Federal Government, but by the right preserved 
in the State and recognized by the Constitution. 
What right, he queried, was worth having that’ 
was put into the hands of another power? 

Were he to go before the Supreme Court 
with such a plea he would be told that the 
right of a citizen to vote for Federal officers is 
one which he derives from the Constitution 
and not from the State, and that therefore the 
General Government has the power to see that 
he is protected in that right. Presidential 
Electors and Representatives are the creatures 
of the Federal and not of State Constitutions, 
Mr. Tucker still adheres to the old State sov- 
ereignty doctrines, though they were defeated 
forever at Appomattox. 

Mr. Tucker has inherited the constitutional 
theories of his aucestors and also their bom- 
bastic and exaggerated style of eloquence. 
Mr. Tucker held a brief from Tammany to 
abuse the election laws and Johnny Daven- 
port; but why say that the atrocities of the 
Duke of Alva did not exceed those of Daven- 
port”? The former was responsible for 
tortured men, violated women, and murdered 
babes, for the sacking of cities and the desola- 
tion of provinces, What Davenport did or 
tried to do was to prevent thousands of un- 
naturalized foreigners from voting and other 
thousands of naturalized ones from voting 
more than once at the same election. These 
may be *‘ crimes” in the sight of Tammany 
and Tucker, but neither Tweed, Kelly, 
nor Croker would have compared Davenport 
witb Alva. The former never deprived a 
legal voter of his vote. The latter deprived 
many thousands of their lives. 

In the same florid strain Mr. Tucker speaks 
of “ the cry of the people for the repeal of 
the election laws. His hearing must be ab- 
normally keen. There was no such cry ” 
in the Democratic platform for its repeal, 
nor was the subject. mentioned at State con- 
ventions in 1892. It was not discussed in 
ante-election speeches. The so-called force 
bill, which never passed, was denounced ve- 
hemently on the stump and in the Demo- 
cratic papers and in the Democratic national 
platform, but not the existing Federal elec- 
tion laws. 

If the art of plain speech were cuitivated in 
Virginia Mr. Tucker would have said that his 
object in pressing the repeal of the election 
laws was two-fold—that Tammany wanted it 
done for wholesale fraud purposes, and the 
Virginia gentlemen were very glad to accom- 
modate their good friends in New York; and 
that the free silverites wanted  legis- 
lation thrown into the Senate, which 
would thrust the bill to repeal the silver pur- 
chase clauses on one side and make its pas- 
sage an impossibility. Itis the hope of the 
free silver people that if action on the repeal 
bill is delayed the continued purchases of un- 
protected silver will drive out what gold is 
left and lead to a slump to the silver standard. 
They have been fighting off the vote on the 
repeal bill by repeating old speeches, and 
they are getting sick of it. They would like 
to have some fresh subject of a partisan nat- 
ure brought up which would crowd out other 
matters and setall the Senators to talking 
politics, while the silver piled up and the day

THE “AMBASSADOR” FROM ALABAMA. 

Said Senator Morgan in his speech last Fri- 
day, I have the honor to be one of the am- 
bassadors of a sovereign State whose suffrage 
shall not be taken from her without her con- 
sent.“

long ago from Paris, where he went as one 
of the representatives of the United States in 
the Bering Sea seal contention. He used it 
because he thinks he believes he is sent as an 
‘ambassador’? from Montgomery to Wash- 
ington to consult there with ambassadors 
from Richmond, Albany, Boston Spring- 
field, Charleston, Atlanta, Lansing, Austin, 
Little Rock, Columbus, and the seats of gov- 
ernment of other sovereign States.“ 

Those who lived prior to the slaveholders’ 
rebellion war can understand how citizens of

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TIN AND TERNE PLATE. 

A government report on the production of 
tinned and terne plates in the United States 
during the quarter ending with last June 
shows a great increase in the industry and its 
production. The aggregate outpit for the 
three months was 41,866,042 pounds, of 
which slightly more than 49 per cent was 
made from American black plates. Those 
manufactured during the last fiscal year aggre- 
gated 99,819,202 pounds, of which 43,599,- 
724 were from American plate and 56,219, 
477 from foreign plate. Thisis nearly eight 
times the product of the fiscal year ending 
Jun®, 1891, that being 13,646,719 pounds, 
of which 9,296,553 were from American 
plate. In that year there were 5,620,867 
pounds of American sheet-iron and steel made 
into articles and wares tinned or terne plated, 
against 8,802,681 pounds for the year clos- 
ing in last summer, So the aggregate prod- 
uct of tin and terne plates in the United 
States for the last fiscal year was 108,621,- 
885 pounds. For the same time the total 
production of black plates was 63,681,541 
pounds. The output of tin and terne 
plates proper of the lighter class was 
93,850,487 pounds, showing an excess of 
14,542,548 pounds over what may be called 
the one-third requirement. The report says 
this is exclusive of the manufacture of Ameri- 
can sheet-iron and steel made into articles and 
wares tinned or terne plated. The extent of 
the gain may be inferred from the fact that 
the product from American plates during the 
fiscal year 1892 of the kind subject to com- 
parison with the net importations was about 
five-eighths of that necessary to meet the one- 
third requirement, comparison being made 
with the net imports in the fiscal year 1892. 
Special Agent Ayer, the compiler of the re- 
port, adds in regard to the previous state- 
ment: 


This will indicate that the entire consumption 
of the United States during the fiscal year 1893 
was 720,000,000 pounds, of which more than 15 
per cent was of American manufacture. It was 
shown in my report dated April 26, 1892, that 
during the three fiscal years ended June 80, 1890, 
there were imported and entered for consumption 
in the United States of tin and terne plates and 
of taggers’ plates an average of 678,000,000 
pounds annually. 
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A PRETENSE OF IGNORANCE, 

The Atlanta Constitution’ finds fault with 
President Cleveland for not making known 
to the Senate and the country his attitude to- 
wards subsequent silver legislation after the 
repeal of the Sherman law and asserts that 
be refuses to say what sort of silver legisla- 
tion he will indorse in that event. 

The following day the Constitution printed 
the President’s letter to Gov. Northen of 
Georgia on the silver question. After having 
read it the Atlanta paper cannot suy that it is 
ignorant of what Mr. Cleveland’s views are. 
It is not customary nor is it proper fora Pres- 
ident to state in advance just what sort ofa 
bill he will veto or approve, nor to suggest to 
the legislative branch the details of the laws 
he would like to have adopted. In the letter 
to Gov. Northen the President does state em- 
phatically that he is opposed to the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver. He is not in fa- 
vor of driving out gold dollars by means of 
371 grain silver dollars, worth intrinsically 
but 58 cents and having a purchasing power 
of only 58 cents when not kept ata parity 
with gold, which parity could not be preserved 
in the event of free coinage. Is this state- 
ment by the President of what he does not 
want satisfactory to the free silverite Consti- 
tution? 

The President says also with equal em- 
phasis that he is a friend of silver pro- 
vided the silver dollars have an equal pur- 
chasing power at home with the gold ones, 
and provided that silver is used for money in 
such a way that that money will be good, 
sound, and stable.“ Whatever bill Congress 
passes, which will make the silver as good as 
the gold dollar for buying goods as well as pay- 
ing debts, will meet with the President’s ap- 
proval. Just how that bill should be worded 
and what its details should be it is not for the 
President to prescribe. Were heto attempt 
it he would be blamed for interfering with 
the prerogatives of a codrdinate branch. 

Those who believe in good money, in the 
maintenance of the century-old gold standard, 
and in dollars which are worth 100 cents have 
no trouble about understanding what Mr. 
Cleveland wishes. Those who appear to be in 
the dark as to his policy are those who want 
the silver standard and 58-cent dollars. They 
cannot be as ignorant as they pretend. They 
know perfectly well what the President’s 


position is.

It Will Be an International Organization 
aad Will Discourage Strikes — All 
Troubles to Be Submitted to Arbitra- 
tion as Far as Possible. How the Bene- 
fits Are to Be Secured=President Win- 
jams of the Chemical Bank Condemns 

the Senate's Delay on the Repeal Bill, 

New Yor, Oct. 1.—There is now on foot in 
this country and in Europe a plan to form an 
international railway union which will in- 
clude in its membership all the railroad em- 
ployés in the ¢ivilized world. 

The chief benefit of such a union will be 
through the bureaus of international corre- 
spondence. Through these, fur instance, the 
printers of England and France are notified 
through the International Typographical Un- 
ion that the trade in this country is over- 
crowded, that many men are out of work, and 
the unions ard warned to keep their members 
from coming to the United States. In the 
same way when trade is good and wages high 
the labor organizations in other countries 
are notified and the men who wish to emi- 
grate are allowed to do so. 

The amalgamation of the American Rail- 
way Union and the French Union of the same 
trade will be easy. In France the organized, 
workingmen all Socialists, who believe in 
class war.and in independent political action 
on 1 of the working class. The Amer- 


ican Railway Union, which is less than six 
months old. is organized on the same basis 
and the same principle runs all through its 
constitution. It was founded by Eugene V. 
Debs of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men, and his abject was to start an organiza- 
tion which would supersede the old brother- 
hoods of the different railroad trades. 

The American Railway Union now claims a 
membership of nearly 100,000, two-thirds of 
the total membership of all the old brother- 
hoods put together. It admits to membership 
every employé of a railroad, no matter in 
what capacity, whereas the brotherhoods only 
admit skilled labor. 

The organization is also opposed to strikes, 
and favors arbitration of all disputes between 
employers and employés. It also favors in- 
dependent political action on socialist lines, 
which will de away with the possibility of 
such disputes by abolishing the employing 
class. While the whole union is governed by 
one central cotncil, each trade has its own or- 
ganization inside the general one, which looks 
after its own affairs. 

Besides the intended amalgamation of the 
railway unions, the workingmen’s organica- 
tions of Franze, Belgium, Holland, Switzer- 
land, Germany, England, and Italy are about 
to issue a joint appeal to the workers of 
America to join them in organizing an inter- 
national socialjst party, in which the workers 
of all countries shall act together politically. 
One feature will be that the expense of elec- 
tions in one country shall be borne by all 
countries equally, and thus the weaker and 
poorer organizations will have a chance to 
carry Of a vigorous propaganda.

Use Compressed Wheat, He Says, for Money

“This hankering 
after gold and silver is largely traditional,“ he 
said. ‘* Heople allow themselves to be gov- 
erened by the old ideas on the subject of 
coinage formulated at a time when national 
credits did not exist and currency would only 
be taken at an intrinsic value. What we 
need is a new standard of value. I think that 
the best dollar could be made out of com- 
pressed wheat.

That would represent actual value and 
labor performed, and then you could eat your 
dollar, for when you wanted to use the wheat 
all that would be necessary would beto put 
your money to soak.”

FREETHINKERS OOMPLAIN OF TREAT- 
MENT AT THE PARLIAMENT, 


In Their International Congress Now in 
Session Speeches Denouncing the Pro- 
hibition of Their Sale of Books Are 
Made=—Judge C. B. Waite and Samuel 
Putnam Deliver Addresses=Mr, Bonney 
Is Surprised at the Complaint and 
Thinks It Is Without Proper Canse. 

The International Congress of Freethinkers 
was begun yesterday morning at No. 517 
West Madison street. Samuel P. Putnam of 
New York spoke in forcible terms at the ac- 
tion of the Parliament of Religion in threat- 
ening him with arrest for selling freethought 
literature and in throwing his books into the 
waste basket. Judge C. B. Waite presided 
and in an address of welcome said that the 
congress had metin the cause of truth, of 
justice, and devotion to the best interests of 
humanity. In the prosecution of their cause 
freethinkers were obliged to attack the pre- 
vailing religions. : 

We cannot afford,” he said, “to act 
merely on the defensive. Knowing well ¢he 
aggressive cnaracter of these religions so we 
must be aggressive also, It isa necessity of 
the situation. But for that necessity we could 
have had one congress in the 
where the lion has 
with the lambs. We 
say against the Parliament of Religions, 
but regard it as auspicious of a new era. Ac- 
cording to the program there was to be in the 
parliament no attack upon any religion. Dis- 
cussion was to be only on points wherein all 
agreed. Whoever heard of such a discussion 
as that before? Of course such a program 
could not be carried out and the result is that 
President Bonney fias been mortified at be- 
holding various family feuds. In such a con- 
— antagonism is absolutely unavoidable. 

he mission of that congress was to show the 
evil that is in all religions. President Bonney 
has had the audacity to trample upon the 
rights of a fellow-citizen, and so, far forget 
himself as call upon a policeman, 
to arrest a man or selling free 
thought literature in the sacred pre- 
cincts of the parliament.

T. B. Wakeman of New York also spoke on 
free thought in the afternoon «and was fol- 
lowed by Herman Boppe of Milwaukee.

R. C. Adams presided in the afternoon, and 
the evening session was presided over by Sam- 
vel Putnam, the ee being John E. 
neg L. K. ashburn, and Charles 
Watts of England. There are delegates pres- 
ent from all over the country and the congress 
will last until next Sunday. 

C. C. Bonney was seen at his residence last 
night by a reporter for Tun Trrpunz, to 
whom he said: 

I had heard nothing about the criticisms of the 
Freethinkers. I treated their application as I 
thought it deserved, and I judge K m what you 
say of their remarks they sufficiently show that 
my action was right and will be generally ap- 
proved. The religious congresses were convened 
for the purpose of setting forth the faith 
and progress of those religious bojlies which, 
having made timely application and having been 
admitted to the department of religions with 
proper arrangements, had prepared: a suitable 
program for the occasion. I am not aware that 
the Freethinkers claim to be a religious body, or 
that they claim to hold a religious faith or to 
have made any religious progress. I cannot see 
therefore that they could have any proper place 
in a department of 1 The réligious con- 
gresses were organized like all the others. under 
certain fixed rules, and among these rules was 
one prohibiting all attack on any roligious sys- 
tem or its supporters. These congresses were 
called to discover and present points of union, 
not points of difference. I treated the applica- 
tion of the Freethinkers like all the others—with 
perfect courtesy, and,as I think, with perfect 
justice, and the criticisms you tell me they are 
making only confirm the wisdom and justice of 
my course. 


SUPERABUNDANCE OF MICROBES. 


A Scientist Who Found 1,000,000,000 of 
Them to a Gram of Dust. 

Dr. Manfredi has been announcing some 
disquieting facts concerning the omnipres- 
ence of fatal microbes. In the busy thor. 
oughfare of a crowded city he has found 
1,.000,000,000 microbes toa gram of dust 
and in the dirtiest streets 5,000,000,000 per 
gram. A large number of disease produc- 
ing microbes were found among these, the 
number of such morbific germs being direct- 
ly proportional to the aggregate number of 
microbes. Of forty-two cases in which he 
inoculated guinea pigs with Neapolitan dust 
he detected the tubercle bacilli (the germ of 
consumption) in three, the bacillus of pus in 
eight, the bacillus of tetanus in two, the bacil- 
lus of malignant oedema in four, and other 
fatal bacilli. 

A medical paper suggests that the streets of 
American cities should be tested for microbes, 
and is confident that in many of them a 
harvest as rich in variety and deadliness as 
was garnered in Naples could easily be se- 
— Emphasis is given to Dr. Manfredi’s 
alarming statistics by the results pf some in- 
vestigations which have been carried on by 
Prof. Uffelman with respect to the carr yng 
of cholera bacilli by means of letters, posta 
cards, etc. He infected a letter with the 
bacilli and put it in the ordinary way into a 
post bag. In the course of twenty-four hours 
the letter was taken out and the bacilli were

‘EMPEROR WILLIAM'S OUTING 18 


MORE LIKE HARD WORK.

While Deer Stalking in Sweden He Re- 


ceived’ or Sends Ne Official Dispatch, 
but Does Some Exhaustive Traveling= 


Extensive Precautious for His Safety—— 


Continued Discussion of His Relations 
with Bismarck=Cause of the Demands 
for a New Navy.

Beri, Oct. 1.—Emperor William's deer- 
stalking expedition in Sweden has been his 
only genuine holiday for many weeks. From 
his arrival at Gothenburg Thursday until he 
boarded the Hohenzollern again at Karls- 
krona, Saturday, no official dispe ‘es were 
sent or received: by him, Even this brief 
respite from state cares afforded him a more 
complete rest than he has taken before. 

Even in „ er the Emperor does 
what most Men would deem hard work. 
Thursday night, for instance, he went by rail 
from Gothenburg to. Herljunga, where he left 
the train 1 e’clock Friday morning. At 6 
o'clock he was off with King Oscar and Prince 
Charles of Sweden to hunt deer. He had din- 
ner at the King’s odge on his return in time 
to reach Neurahwash, near Dantzin, late last 


night. " 

Much uneasy speculation was caused by the 
police closing the harbor from the ferry to the 
sea until after the Emperor passed through 
going to his Prussian lodge at. Rominten, 
where he joined the Empress today.. The pre- 
caution was unprecedented, and combined 
with the known presence in Dantzin of an 
unusual number of private police from Ber- 
lin, made the impression that the authorities 
were acting under the influence of the 
Anarchist patie. The Emperor on leaving 
had only the customary attendants around 
him. No special guards preceded him. His 
sojourn at Rominten will be short. He will 
attend the consecration of a new chapel, pass 
a quiet day with the Empress, and tomorrow 
will be back to resume his usual duties. 

Emperor Overtaxing Himself, 

The concensus of opinion among the of. 
ficials around him is that he overexerts his 
body and brain, and will not long bear up un- 
der the strain. He does not sleep sufficiently 
at night, begins work in the early morning, 
and proceeds with feverish unrest throughout 
the day. Dr. Lucanus finds it a trying task 
to keep up with on of his imperial 
master, who openly chaffs him if business be 
not pushed ahead rapidly enough. 

In an interview Dr. Lucu us expressed 
great admiration of the ror’s capac- 
ity for incessant work. Emperor 
worked methodically, Dr. Lucanus said, 
and was aided by a fine mem- 
ory, It was hever necessary for 
him to write his speeches beforehand. He 
had always a skeleton of the subjects to be 
touched and filled in the bianks as he made 
his address. After speaking he dictated to 
the chief of his Cabinet the whole speech, usu- 
ally without the slightest change, as he re- 
membered the slightest turn of a phrase. It 
was a rare occurrence for him to hesitate 
even in reading a word or sentence. 


William’s Relations to Bismarck. 


The newspaper discuasion of the Emperor’s 
relations to Bismarck does not abate, al- 
though the public has been disillusionized as 
to the probability of their becoming friends. 
Reports are still rife as to exchanges of mes. 
sages between the Emperor, Bismarck. and 
the Empress Frederick as to mediation 
through Count William Bismarck and as to 
the Emperor’s planning a visit to Fried- 
richsruhe, The truth is there is no present 
plan of reconciliation, Neither the Emperor 
nor Bismarck ever intended a reconciliation 
to be achievedin any way except by the 

thé growing strength of the Prince the 
Bismarckian newspapers are increasing the 
offensiveness of the government. Bismarck, 
says the Hamburg Nachrichten; tannot be 
silent before the suppression of cer- 
tain policies prejudicial to the Em- 
peror. Accordingly Nachrichten 
pr 8 to advise all parties 
to watch Miquel’s new projects of jealousy. 
These projects, however, are still too incom- 
plete to be attacked intelligently. In connec- 
tion with the government’s decision to request 
an extraordinary credit for the navy they ex- 
cite much opposition. The Bismarckian dai- 
lies hardly conceal their hope that the gov- 
ernment majority in the Reichstag will go to 
pieces in the estimates. 

The National Zeitung in an unprejudiced 
leader argues that the government in asking 
for a large increase of the navy commits a 
dangerous blunder. It is impossible, says the 
writer, for Germany to expecta fleet of the 
first rank besides an immense army. The 
Reichstag which passed the army bill by only 
a meager majority, he adds, will undoubtedly 
reject the bill proposing a new burden for the 
navy. ” 

Cause of Navy Demands, 

The demands of the government for the 
navy are based partly on the reports of the re- 
cent maneuvers in the Baltic. These reports 
indicate that warships of a new type are re- 
quired. The torpedo fleet was found to be 
effective, but moreover the large vessels must 
be partly superseded by cruisers capable of 
ramming the strongest ironclad. In the last 
maneuvers the larger ironclads, Deutschland 
and Koenig Wilhelm, were of no service in 
the heavy weather because they could not use 
their guns in the seas. Caprivi may utilize 
these incidents well enough to rsuade the 
Reichstag to think with him in the matter.
